tional report that the firemen at Buffalo 
had quit work. 
The firemen say they will 
not quit until they g ot the word from 
their officers, but it is evident that they 
expect that word in the near future, and 
will obey it with alacrity. 
Pow derly’s ap­ 
peal was issued last n ig h t and is “ to the 
people,” and g ives the situation, as bmd 
by the Knig hts of Labor and their leaders, 
at great leng th. 
Appeal of the Chief K, of I., 
Mr. Powderly'» appeal is as follows; 
“ To t h e 
P e o p l e : For some time the 
m anag em ent of the N ew York Central 
and Hudson River railroad have been d is­ 
charg ing employes who have Irtren active 
in labor affairs. 
It happens that all those 
who have been dismissed are members of 
the order of K nig hts of Labor, and have 
at one time or another been officers of the 
order, or have served on com m ittees which 
waited on the officials with a view to pre­ 
senting g rievances. 
These discharg es be­ 
came so frequent, and were so clearly evi­ 
dence of a settled purpose on the p u r to f 
the company to disrupt and destroy the 
org anization of the K n ig h ts of Labor on 
the Central system that, the execu tive 
board of District assembly No. d4ti, 
in 
which the K nig hts of Labor upon the s y s­ 
tem are enrolled, found it necessary to 
t il 11 a special m eeting in N ew York to con­ 
sider t lie situation. 
Holland'« Interview W ith Webb. 
In the m eantim e the executive board 
having been apprised of the condition of 
affairs sent one of his members, Mr. J . J . 
Holland, to N ew York, w ith instructions 
to use all possible efforts to bring about 
an amicable adjustm ent of the difficulty. 
Ou his arrival in N ew York, after a con­ 
ference with the representatives of the 
district assembly, in the course of w hich 
lie obtained 
a 
full 
know ledg e of the 
t rouble from the standpoint of the men, 
he waited upon Mr. 
H. W alter Webb, 
third vice president and acting m anag er 
« if the company, to adjust the difficulties. 
.Mr. W ebb denied that 
there was any 
trouble existing 
between the com pany 
and its employes, and frequently declared 
that he wouhl not discus* the matter w ith 
any one not an em p lo y » * of the com pany, 
and closed the interview. 
No A lte r n ativ e toil to .Strike. 
“ Finding all « efforts to effect a |>eaceable 
settlement of their g rievances impossible, 
and lieing convinced that it was only a 
question of tim e when they would one and 
all be discharg ed 
unless 
they forfeited 
their manhood and abandoned their privi­ 
leges as citizens of a 
free country 
by 
renouncing their rig ht to join their fel­ 
lows in an org anization calculated to pro­ 
tect, their just rig hts w ith ou t intrenching 
upon those of others, the district execu ­ 
tive board had no alternative but to order 
a strike, which Cl icy did.” 
I Moris ol Powderly nn<l Devlin. 
Mr. Powderly then g oes on to g ive the 
details of the interview s w ith Toucey and 
W ebb on Wednesday substantially as re- 
ported in these dispatches, with the ad d i­ 
tion that Devlin “ asked if he was to u n ­ 
derstand that Mr. W ebb assum ed that the 
public and the em ployes had no rig hts 
that he was bound to consider, and if hu 
looked upon the matter » imply as thoug h 
tlie railroad was his own privat« property.

The explosion occurred in the 
packing room, but what caused it no one 
seems to know. 
No one was about the 
packing room at the time of the accident, 
and those who were injured were working 
in the engineer's department. 
All the 
machinery in the factory was destroyed, 
and the windows of houses for blocks 
around the building were broken. 
The 
fatally injured were sent to Chicago on 
the Rock Island train to be conveyed to 
the county hospital. 
One of the injured 
is reported to have died on the way to the 
hospital.
